There la an Intimation nt Washington 
that President Roofevelt Is not heertily 
In favor of the scheme to reduce the 
representation of the Sonth In Congress. 
The advocates of the plan will call a 
Republican caucus and may endeavor 
to have the caucus send a committee to 
the President to urge him to prepare 
a special message to Congress recom¬ 
mending the change.

WHY GOV. CRANE DECLINED. 


Iowa Already Has a Cabinet Member, 
a Senate Lender and House 
Speakership. 


COMING FAST FOR THE STATE. 


Washington, Dec. 23.—Gov. W. Mur¬ 
ray Crane, of Massachusetts, has de¬ 
clined the proffered Secretaryship of the 
Treasury, and the President has offered 
the position to Gov. Leslie M. Shaw, of 
Iowa. Admission was made at the 
White House to-day that the tender had 
been made, but It was said no response 
has been received. 

Oov. Crane’s refusal of the Treasury 
portfolio was made public at the White

LONG DOESN’T WANT TO GO. 


But President May Soon Look Around 
For a Successor. 

New York. Dec. 23.-[Special.]—The 
Washington correspondent of the Sun 
telegraph* his paper to-night as fol¬ 
lows: 

It Is understood hero that when the 
matter of the secretaryship of the 
Treasury .5 settled there will be a rest 
In the Cabinet-making business for a 
while and that the next vacancy will be 
that of Secretary of the Navy. Secre¬ 
tary Long ha* no Intention of resign¬ 
ing, does no: want to resign, and prob¬ 
ably wiK not resign until the echoes of 
the Schley case have entirely died 
away; but that sooner or kiter he will 
retire to make room for a man buJli 
more according to President Roosevelt a 
ideas of an ideal Secretary of the 
Navy there seems to be little doubt. 
There Is the utmost good feeling be¬ 
tween the President and Secretary Long 
and their relation* are In a way affec¬ 
tionate, hut the Secretary of the Navy 
is not the kind of a man the President 
of the United States Is. and they have 
a radically different way of seeing and 
doing things. They could not on 

matters of policy when Mr. Long was 
Mr. Roosevelt's superior, and the situ¬ 
ation In thl* rtgard 1ms not changed 
any with th turning of the tables. 


Baltimore. Md. D^c. 23.—[Special 1 —It 
was currently reported In Republican 
circles to-day that the leaders were con¬ 
sidering the advisability of nominating 
Rear Admiral Schley for United States 
Senator from Maryland In case the 
Democrats put up Arthur P. Gorman, 
as is now probable. 

When the Democratic managers were 
apprised of this report they ridiculed 
the idea, claiming that Schley was in¬ 
eligible, because he was not an Inhab¬ 
itant of the State, as Is required by the 
Constitution of the United States.

The matter occasioned considerable 
talk among Republicans, many of whom, 
believe it would be good politics to 
take up the Admiral.

SHAW GOES TO WASHINGTON. 

Intimate Friends Believe He Will Ac¬ 
cept the Post. 

* Dea Moines, la.. Dec. 23.—[Special.]— 
Gov. Lenile M. Shaw was to-day (sum¬ 
moned to Washington hv President 
Roosevelt, who ha* offered him th** port¬ 
folio of Secretary of th** Tieasury. It 
in the opinion of close friends of the 
Governor that he will accept. 

The Governor departed for th** East 
this evening He eluded newspaper in¬ 
terviewers. but just its the train t\ns 
pulling out he stld: 

••I have seen th<* newspaper dis¬ 
patches which state that I have been 
selected by President Roosevelt to suc¬ 
ceed Secretary Gage as Secretary of the 
Treasury In the President’s Cabinet.

WHY CRANE DECLINED. 

Unable To Arrange His Business Af¬ 
fairs In So Short a Time. 

Boston, Dec. 23.—Gov. Crane gave out 
the following statement here this after¬ 
noon: 

"I have felt obliged to decline the ap¬ 
pointment of Secretary of the Treasury 
tendered me by the President on ac¬ 
count of Illness in my family and in¬ 
ability to arrange my business affairs 
at such short notice " 

That was all the Governor would say. 
It Is understood that his reWreTfCWIo 
Ulnees in his family Is baaed upon the 
fact that his mother is an invalid, and 
on that account he does not care to 
leave his Dalton home.

At White House On Scheme 
To Reduce Strength 


OF THE SOUTH IN CONGRESS. 


PROMOTERS NOT SO HOPEFUL AS 
AT THE BEGINNING. 


THEY WILL CALL A CAUCUS. 


The Drop In Suger Stocks Is An Old 
Game of the Trust Magnates.

MAY MAKE HIM RECONSIDER. 


TWO GOVERNORS ACCEPT THE 

INVITATION OF OOV. VANSANT 


Will Meet To Discuss Plans For the Fight Against the 
Northwestern Railway Combination- 
Attorney General Employs Aid. 


Washington. Dec. 23,-rfSpecial.]—The 
promoters of the proposition to reduce 
the representation of the Southern 
States In Congress are not very much 
encouraged to continue the efforts start- 
ed so bravely at the beginning of the 
session. The prospects of a favorable 
action are not regarded as so promising 
as they seemed a few weeks ago. 

There is intimation of a lack of hearti¬ 
ness at the White House in the support 
of the scheme. It is said that while 
President Roosevelt has not deprecated 
the movement he has not agreed to lead 
It. and that was what was wanted of 
him. 

He would probably sign a bill If Con¬ 
gress should present tine to him, hut It 
notf sroms doubtful if he can be In¬ 
duced to urge the legislation upon Con¬ 
gress. There Is also some disaffection 
among the Southern Republicans, which, 
while in Itself hardly sufficient to make 
a great deal of difference, adds to the 
difficulties of the situation. There is no 
doubt that there Is a strong sentiment 
among the Republicans favorable to the 
i*l nn of Mr. Crum packer and Mr. Moody, 
and the objections of the Southern Re¬ 
publicans could probably be easily over¬ 
ruled by the majority. 

tt Is the supposed attitude of the 
White House that bothers the men who 
are In earnest about trying to bring 
about a reform which they have 
preached for a long time. They say the 
case Is not hopeless, however, and that 
it yet may be possible to carry the 
project to a successful end. 

There will be a caucus of Republicans 
upon the question soon after the re¬ 
assembling of the House from the holi¬ 
day recess. At that meeting the whole 
question will be thoroughly gone over,

en from the White House table In the 
meantime they will be spread before the 
i company.

It I* his opinion that the cam pa gn 
for the correction of the alleged evils

abandoned after having taken such 
j promising form. 

One of the suggertlons now under con¬ 
sideration 1* that if the sentiment de¬ 
veloped at the caucus Is as overwhelm¬ 
ingly In favor of the Crumpacker-Moody 
proposition as It is thought to be. a com¬ 
mittee be appointed to talk over the 
question with the President, and. If his 
Inererl can be obtained, to ask him to 
Fend a special me-sage to Congress 
recommending the change. 

The presence of Henry C. Payne In 
th** Cabinet Is expected to aid In the 
propaganda. He has been working away 
on that subject for year* The oon- 
jrrpucji.f.a! advocates nf the change In 
representation will seek his a d to get 
their cose before the President. It is 
thought that within a week or two after 
the recess a definite decision will be 
reached and he subject will either be 
dropped for the session or will be made 
a party policy ami pushed.

New York. Dec. 23.—Edgar Stanton 
Maclay, whose connection with the 
ScLIey case led President Roosevelt to 
request hi* resignation as special la¬ 
borer In the navy, made formal demand 
to-day for trial by usual naval proced¬ 
ure. He averred that hi* case came un¬ 
der the civil service law and that he 
could not he dismissed without formal 
charges, trial and conviction. The re¬ 
quest for his resignation was sent to 
him by Rear Admiral Barker, command¬ 
er of the navy yard at Brooklyn, and 
he replied a* once by letter formally set¬ 
ting forth his position. 

Discussing the case. Maclay said: 

‘The President cannot have me dis¬ 
missed under the law. as l see It. T 
d > not see how he can force me out. I 
am protected by the civil service laws 
enacted by Congress, whose enactment* 
the President is bound to execute. I 
do not know positively, hut I believe 
my position under civil service furnish** 
me complete protection, so long a« I 
violate ne rules of the service, and that 
t have not done, and that I have so 
stated !n my letter to the commandant 
In answer to the request for my resig¬ 
nation, No, I did not say that the 
President is as bad as the Czar of 
Russ’a.

Wants Charges Preferred. 

"I have dene nothing more than write 
the commandant and ask that charges 
be preferred against me. and I will do 
nothing more Just now. I have not been 
and Mrn working here to-day, 
a* f"have been ih<ng for fifteen months.

Pending its re¬ 
ceipt the Secretary said he did not wish 
to enter Urto a discussion of the matter 
for publication. !n ht« Informal discus¬ 
sion of the matter to-day Secretary 
Long made It perfectly platn that the 
President’*# Imeivtkms In regard to 
Maclay would be carrried out regardless 
of the latter* declaration that he l» 
protected by civil service rule*. It Is 
exi>ecttd that If he doesn’t resign he 
will be removed summarily.

Somewhat Hazy As To Prosecution of 
Northern Securities Company.

QUEEN SUFFERING 

FROM A CHILL 


WILLING TO ARBITRATE. 

Lord Lansdowne Only Awaits Official 
Request of Disputants. 

London, Dec. 23.—The British Gov¬ 
ernment Is watching the progress of the 
dispute between the Chilian and Argen¬ 
tine republics with considerable anx¬ 
iety. A representative of the Associated 
Press was Informed to-day that neither 
side has yet approached the British 
Foreign Office. If both Chill nnd Argen¬ 
tine request Great Britain to arbitrate 
the matters in dispute between them. 
Lord Lansdowne, the Ftireign Secretary, 
will promptly acquiesce. 

As the Foreign Office understands the 
case, tt is not one relative to the bound¬ 
ary between the two countries, but 
whether Chill has the right to build 
neutral roads In the disputed territory. 
The boundary commission, of which 
' Lord MacNaghten Is president, has been 
sitting In London f nr nearly two years, 
and Is now ready to go and personally 
Inspect the disputed boundaries. Fcr 
various reason*, however, the departuie 
of this commission has been delayed 
nnd is likely to be delayed for some 
time to come. 

The appeal of Dr. Alcorta, Argentina 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, has not yet 
been officially communicated to the 
British Foreign Office. When this ap¬ 
peal does reach Downing street it will 
meet with 'he foregoing answer. 

Although Lord Lansdow*ne, the Sec¬ 
retary for Foreign Affairs, holds that 
the MacNaghten commission is pow¬ 
erless. he will Intimate the willingness 
of Great Britain to arbitrate the dif¬ 
ficulty between the two countries. If 
ChlU agrees to that proposition. 

Up to a late hour to-night neither 
country concerned had requested Great 
Britain to take this action. 

Opinion in Downing-street is that 
while the cause of the dispute Is petty, 
serious consequence* may enaue unless 
prompt action ls taken. 

WANTS PEACE ESTABLISHED. 


After being out fifty-five hour* the 
Jury \n the Newell C. Rathbun case re¬ 
turned a verdict at 9:45 o'clock laat 
night finding the defendant guilty of 
manslaughter and fixing hi* punlshm -nt 
nt from two to twenty-one years In th* 
penitentiary. Rathbun received the 
verdict with great coolness and It la 
probable that it will be accepted by both 
himself and his attorneys. In reporting 
the Jury found thnt hi* age i* twenty** 
eight .veal's, which will make him eli¬ 
gible to ccnfinument In the reformat ay 
at Jeffersonville, and if he is a model 
prisoner for two years he wdll be sub¬ 
ject to parole. 

The Jury In <he case reported at 10 43 
o’cfiK’k lost night, after having been ouf 
since Saturday afternoon at 3.03 
o'clock. When the Jury filed into tho 
court room Mr. G. W. Bower, the fore¬ 
man. handed the verdict to Judgo 
Marsh, who read It. It waq as foW 
low*: "We, the Jury, find the defendant 
no<t guilty of murder In the first degroe^ 
and not guitty of murder in the *econi| 
degree, but find him guilty of man^ 
slaughter and that he 1* twenty-eight 
years of age." 

Rathbun was brought Into court btf- 
Sheriff Rave, and his attorney, Harry 
Phipps, wan by hi* side when the ver«* 
diet was lead. When the reading wax 
concluded Mr. Thlpps arose and, ad4 
dressing the court, said: "1 desire tea 
thank the jury on behalf of myself and) 
the drflendxait." 

Judge Marsh Interrupted him tvith th* 
statement that he did not think thej 
time a proper one to return thunks an<$ 
Indicated that the expression of thx 
attorney was out of place. Ho said that 
the Jury had only done Its duty. 

Rathbun was convicted for the mur¬ 
der of Uhartca Goodman at the Fall* 
City Hotel In Jeffersonville on Novem¬ 
ber 6. 

Rathbun was pleased with the verdict* 
"It Is a mere Christmas gift." he wild* 

One of the Jurymen said last night 
that they voted on Rathbun’s guilt front 
the time they went Into th*' Jury room. 
Saturday afternoon until 6 o’clock yes¬ 
terday afternoon, nnd that therb wero 
very few* on the Jury who wanted to 
assess the death penalty nnd few who 
wanted to give the accused a life seu* 
t^nce. 

From what the juror said the verdict

INTENDENT’S REPORT. 


THE HEALTH BOARD’S EXHIBIT. 


Counties Have Spent Over $300,000 
In Suppressing Outbreaks of 
Smallpox. 


{SECRETARY TANDY TO RETIRE. 


Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 23.—[Special.] — 
The 1901 section of the biennial report 
of State Superintendent of Public In¬ 
st ruction McCheaney. just Usued, con¬ 
tains some figur*3 which will be read 
with Interest by legislator.*, County Su¬ 
perintendents, teachers and others In¬ 
terested In school matters. 

It shows that during the year Ken¬ 
tucky spent about $1,480,000 In the edu¬ 
cation of white and colored children 
resident of the rural district# and towr.s 
Above the fourth class. Of this amount 
about $78,500 was paid to County Super¬ 
intendents. an average of $660 each, and 
MOO teachers were employed at an aver¬ 
age of $34 a month each. In addition 
to the amount distributed to the com¬ 
mon schools by the State $15,000 was 
subscribed and paid by individuals In 
different counties to either lengthen the 
school term or supplement teachers’ sal¬ 
aries. About $74,000 was raised in taxis 
and expended to supplement teacher* 
salaries In the smaller town*, and $13,- 
000 was collected as tuition In town 
schools. 

The total census enrollment shows In 
the State about 520,000 white and 75,000 
colored children. Of this number 380.090 
white and 48.000 colored children were 
enrolled In the schools, and the average 
daily attendance was 236,000 white and 
81,000 colored children, or 46 per cent, 
of white and 41 per cent, of colored chil¬ 
dren. The average cost of teaching was 
16.50 each for white children and 17.40 
for colored children. There were 500 
graduates from the rural schools who 
received’State certificates. In this same 
^territory there were 160 private schools 
and academies and fifty-five college*. In 
which 19,000 children of the school age 
Were taught. 

As stated above 8.800 teachers are 
Shown to have been employed In the 
rountry schools. Only twenty-five 
Icachets hold life certificate*. Three hun¬ 
dred and thrlty-two hold eight-year State 
Certificates; 6.500 hold first-cla** certifi¬ 
cates; 3.600 hold second-class certificate*, 
and 1.000 hold certificate* of the third 
class. During the year 5.900 county cer¬ 
tificates were granted. One thousand 
one hundred teachers taught this year 
for the first time. 

The value of all school property In the 
State is $3.160,000 During the year 220 
pew seboolhoufios were built, costing 
$120,000, and about $18,000 was spent in 
furnishing them. Each county has a 
teachers’ library. All have 27,000 volumes 
valued at $19,000. In addltloo there ar* 
800 rural district libraries, with 26,000 
Volumes, valued a* $15,000.

It contains the general 
report of the secretary, smallpox re¬ 
ports from the counties, the report of 
the State Veterinarian, and the laws 
governing the board, the recent decis¬ 
ion of the Court of Appeal# constru¬ 
ing them, and the rules of the board 
under which Its work Is done. From 
April, 1900, to April 1 of the present 
year, the board expended $5,022.75 In Its 
Work. 

The greater portion of the volume l§ 
dev.uted to the opldemlo of smallpox in 
Kentucky ainee the making of the last 
report in 1899. On October 1. 1901, the 
report says that not a known case of 
wmallpo?: then exl#ted In Kentucky. 
Fince that time several cases have been 
reported from mountain counties, but 
to-day. so Dr. McCormack says, the 
disease Is under control and being rap¬ 
idly stamped out. The cosh expendi¬ 
ture from city and county treasuries 
during the smallpox epidemics Is shown 
to have been $308,271. and the reported 
loss from interference with business 
$734,000 There were 394 separate out¬ 
break# from 108 counties of ttv* State. 
A total of 11,279 case* were reported 
The mildness of the disea*** l* shown 
by the 184 death*, a mortality of only 
3X3. Hospitals for this especial pur¬ 
pose were erected by Sixty-three coun¬ 
ties During the epidemic 392.280 per¬ 
sons were vaccinated. The Stat** Board

Spanish Admiral Sends the Rev. 0. M. 
O’Callaglinn Portraits of Himself 
and Family. • 


Ijondon. Doc. 23.—Lord Kitchener, In 
u dispatch from Johannesburg, dated 
Saturday. December 21, sends reports of 
sharp fighttng In the Orange river and 
Transvaal colonies. The engagements 
occurred December 18, 19 and 20 at 
points widely apart. The casualties, so 
far na know*n. aggregate about 150, 
equally divided. H^avy British tosses, 
the totals of which have not yet been 
reported, have occurred In the Trans¬ 
vaal. In this last mentioned lighting 
200 mounted Infantry, in the neighbor¬ 
hood of Beglnderyn, were divided Into 
par ties and were searching farm* when 
they were attacked by 300 Boots and 
forty armed natives under Commandant 
Rritz. The B«»crs charged determinedly 
In overwhelming numbers. Beyond the 
fact that the Brlti-h casualties were 
severe no detnlls have been received. 

• • « 

Boers Charged Bravely. 


Lord Kitchener also reports that dur- 
Ing Gen. Do Wet’s attack on the Brit¬ 
ish force commanded by Gens. Dartnel! 
and Campbell at Langberg, December 
18. the Boers charged bravely and 
fought desperately for several hour* 
DeWet was driven off with the loss of 
twenty men. There were twelve casual¬ 
ties on the side of the British. 

On December 20 M. Botha, with 800 
Boer#, surprised Col. Damantt’s ad¬ 
vance guard at Tofel Kopje, Orange riv¬ 
er colony. The Boera rushed a kopJ«* 
commanding the me In body and the 
guns, but Damantt rallied his men and 
drove the enemy from the kopje. 

The British casualties were heavy. 
Damantt was dangerously wounded, 
two officers and twenty men were kill¬ 
ed and three officers and seventeen men 
were wounded. The Bocr« left six dead 
on the field and dispersed. The British 
pursued the enemy and captured a 
number of prisoners. Including Com¬ 
mandant Keyter. Later the Boers, un¬ 
der a flag of truce, a*ked permission to 
remove their dead. They admitted hav¬ 
ing buried twenty-seven men. 

• • • 

Only Four Left Standing. 

In the fight at Tafel Kop the Boers 
engaged In a splendid race with the 
British In the Attempt to be first in 
gaining the crest of the kopje. The 
Boers gained the summit first and open¬ 
ed a heavy fire on the single troop of 
Damantt’s horse which took part in the 
race for the kopje. These troopers took 
advantage of every little cover avail¬ 
able. immediately below the Boers, and 
fought until all but four of them were 
killed or wounded. By that time re-en¬ 
forcements of Damantt’* horse came up 
and charged and captured the kopje. 

In the eastern part of the Transvaal 
Colony Col. Mackenxie attacked Com¬ 
mandant Smith’s force of Boers at 
Lake Bonnagber December 20, killing 
six and capturing sixteen of them. Com¬ 
mandant Smith escaped. 

A force of Boers during th»* night of 
December 19 attacked the British post 
at Elandspruit. but they were driven 
off, leaving eight men killed. Including 
Commandant Krleze. Field Cornet Ma¬ 
hon. who was wounded, and three other 
wounded men were also left on the field. 
Other wounded Boers were carried off In 
blanket*. The British casualties were 
seven men killed and six officers and 
eighteen men wounded.

THE POPE RECEIVES 

THE CARDINALS. 


He Condemns Excessive Liberty of 
Thought and Sharply Criticises 
Socialism. 


Rome, Dec. 23 —The Pope to-day re¬ 
ceived the Cardinals, who offered hilm 
their Christmas greeting*. The Pontiff 
made a lengthy address. In which he 
condemned what he characterised a* 
the excessive liberty of thought in¬ 
dulged In at the present rime. He 
sharply criticised socialism, agitation 
for divorce and hostility between dif¬ 
ferent sections of the church, and urged 
a uiVon of the Christian churches.

Justice Scott says the company had 
the positive right, at Its option, to re¬ 
tire the preferred stock at par, and that 
Its director* were authorized to exer¬ 
cise that option on behalf of the cor¬ 
poration. He adds: 

The plaintiffs hav* no concern with 
what may be done with the stock of th*» 
company after the preferred shares have 
ht*en retired, or In consequence of such 
retirement, nor are they In a position to 
question the manner In which the com- 
nanv proposes to raise the money to retire 
their shttro*. sc long ns they nre assured 
of the par value thereof. Even if the de¬ 
fendants’ right to retire the plaintiffs 
stock was less clear than 1 deem It to 
t*, I still hesitate to permit the tem¬ 
porary Injunction to stand. The plain¬ 
tiff*. though holding preferred stock to a 
considerable amount, really held but a 
small percentage of this clas* of stock, 
and of course, a much smaller percent¬ 
age of the total capital stock of the com- 

1 The claim la that they are entitled to 
an opportunity to subscribe for the con¬ 
vertible certificates representing common 
stock to Im» Issued in place of the pre¬ 
ferred stock. Upon whnt that claim Is 
based I* not made very apparent, but. rm- 
sumlng that it Is Well founded, no reason 
Is suggested why they cannot be fully 
and amply compensated in an action for 
damages for the denial of their assumed 
right. _

Elks'Arc Shocked At the 
Utter Poverty. 


THOUSANDS ARE BAREFOOT. 


IN BITTER COLD WOMEN AND 
CHILDREN ARE WITHOUT 
STOCKINGS. 


“I am sick In bed. Can do no work. 
My children have had nothing to eat 
since Saturday. For God’s sake help 
me “ 

A little girl, stockingless. ccatUss and 
wearing but remnants of ehces that did 
not serve to keep her feet from the Icy 
pavements, brought this note up to the 
headquarters or the committee having 
In charge the Elks’ Christmas work. It 
was addressed simply “To the Elks.” 
The little one shivered and Chattered 
with cold as the eholrman of the com¬ 
mittee read the note. 

“Papa sent It." she said, “and, oh, 
we’s so hungry.” 

“And where Is papa, little sister'*’’ 
asked one of the men. 

“I’ll show you.” she said. 

A couple of Elks went with her and 
she led them to a little place In an alley 
within a few squares of Fifth and Mar¬ 
ket streets. There was one room, a 
man 111 and two motherless little git la 
attending him. 

“1 wouldn’t a* asked nothin’ If It 
hadn’t a been for the children." he said 
apologetically when the visitors insisted 
upon aiding him with food and medi¬ 
cine. 

And this Is Just a sample of the cases 
the Elks are meeting In their work of 
aiding the poor children of Louisville 
with one big Christmas tree. 

On the coldest night a member can¬ 
vassing uptown found a woman and 
three children In one room without ever, 
two shoes between the four of them.

AIRS OF DICTATOR. 


FORGETS THE ROUND ROBIN. 


Said To Have Broken Tradition® and 
Friendships By His Conduct. 


SETISTAKE IN MILES AFFAIR 


Chicago, Ill., Dec. 23.—The Chronicle 
prints the following telegram from Its 
.Washington correspondent: 

President Roosevelt has Introduced 
the strenuous life into his administra¬ 
tion In a manner that Is causing e*en 
tils friends and admirers to gasp with 
aatonishment. 

He has completely disrupted his Cabi¬ 
net. 

He has antagonized and defied two- 
thirds of the members qt Congress with 
whom he has come In contact In an 
official way. 

He has Issued a dictum to the Repub- 


he Is unconscious of the peril which Is 
threatening him, for. If his public acts 
can be taken as a criterion, he Is in¬ 
viting It. Men who hailed his advent 
to the White House with rejoicing and 
who predicted for him a successful ad¬ 
ministration are now either secretly or 
openly arrayed against him. They are 
charging that he does everything upon 
Impulse and not lifter careful considera¬ 
tion of the consequences of his acts. 
They charge, moreover, that the lag! 
person who gets the Preslrent's ear Is 
usually the successful one, regardless 
of promises he may have previously 
made. There seems to be a certain 
amount of Justice In this charge. 

• • • 

Loses Sense of Dignity. 


Comparison of his attitude toward 
Admiral Schley at the present time 
with that of two months ago Is a fair 
sample of the way he changes his mind. 
After the evidence adduced before the 
Court of Inquiry was nearly all In and 
the merits of the ease against the Ad¬ 
miral had been disclosed. It Is known 
that he believed Admiral Schley was 
the victim of a conspiracy and that he 
said he held Crownlnshlehl. Chadwick 
and some others responsible for It. 
Since then his close confidants have 
been men Identified with the navy 
clique and his views have undergone a 
change. Ills order to the commandant 
of the Brooklyn navy yard to secure 
the resignation of Historian Maclay. 
Intended to be a stop to public opin¬ 
ion. has lost much of Its effect on ac¬ 
count of his brutal and unprecedented 
assault upon Gen. Miles. There Is a 
singular unanimity of oplnon among 
public men In Washington since the 
publication of the correspondence be¬ 
tween the Secretary of War and G<n. 
Miles In the newspapers this morning 
that the President transcended all 
bounds of reason and dignity In his 
treatment of the General of the army.

Long and Roosevelt Quarrel. 


Secretary Long says he has not re¬ 
signed and that he has no Intention of 
resigning. He made this extraordinary 
announcement to the editor of a Bos¬ 
ton newspaper who, having heard of 
yesterday’s events at the White House, 
believed that the Secretary after refus¬ 
ing to promulgate the Maclay order had 
tendered his resignation to the Presi¬ 
dent. It Is becoming known that the 
Secretary of the Navy and the Presi¬ 
dent had a violent quarrel over the 
Maclay affair. Mr. Long contended that 
the verdict of the court was such a 
sweeping condemnation of Schley that 
to order the discharge of Maclay might 
be construed by the public as executive 
condemnation the court. The Presi¬ 
dent persisted, however, that Maclay 
must go. 

Secretary Long’s course may mean 
that he will force the President to ask 
for his resignation. He understands 
that he Is not wanted In the Cabinet 
any longer. Even if the President de¬ 
sired to keep him Senator Lodge would 
be insistent f >r his retirement, because 
while he remains In the Cabinet he Is 
a menace to Lodge’s ascendancy In the 
Republican machine of Massachusetts. 
The Secretary used to be Republican 
boss of the Bay State. He may attempt 
to regain that position after he leaves 
the Cabinet and If he should be suc¬ 
cessful it seems reasonably certain that 
the next Massachusetts delegation will 
not be a Rnoaevelt delegation. 

• • • 

Payne's Enemies Are Active. 

it Is becoming apparent in Washing¬ 
ton that the President's first selection 
of a Cabinet officer was not a happy 


llcan majority in regard to Cuban rec¬ 
iprocity that l*» more distasteful to the 
high tariff leaders than any other pa¬ 
per which has come out of the White 
House since Grover Cleveland wrote his 
celebrated tariff message. 

He has offended certain influential 
members by promising to make certain 
appointments and then reversing his 
decision i without notifying the Sena¬ 
tors. He has broken promises which 
were regarded as specific and perma¬ 
nent. 

He has assailed the Republican Na¬ 
tional Committee for the purpose of 
building up a political machine of his 
own. He has set out to destroy Senator 
Hanna by appointing Henry C. Payne, 
of Wisconsin. Postmaster General. 

He hns broken down every tradition 
of the White House that has been held 
sacred. He has made favorites of some 
of his Cabinet advisers and openly ex¬ 
hibited his dislike and contempt for the 
others. 

He caused the Attorney General to 
Issue an order commanding United 
States Marshals and District Attorneys 
to keep out of active politics, but IS 
making no effort to enforce It. He an¬ 
nounced very soon after he came to 
Washington that Federal officials who 
violated civil service laws would lose 
their places. He reappointed United 
States District Attorney Vaughn, of 
Alabama, who was clearly proved to be 
guilty of violating the civil service law’s, 
and afterward caused announcement to 
be made that Vaughn would not be ap¬ 
pointed. 

• • • 

Violates Profession of Friendship. 


He constituted Secretary of War Eli- 
hu Root keeper of his official conscience 
and for a time made Mr. Root the most 
conspicuous man connected with his 
administration. Then, without reason 
or explanation, he suddenly transferred 
his favor to Attorney Genera! Knox. 
When he became President he was In 
favor of a change in the State Depart¬ 
ment because, his ftiendn said, he did 
pot like the quality of Americanism ex¬ 
hibited by Secretary Hay. Now he Is 
trying to keep Hay. He has repeatedly 
exhibited those human qualities which 
moat Presidents of the past have suc¬ 
cessfully hidden by e-nubbing or other¬ 
wise 111 treating men lri public life who 
were understood to be candidate* for 
President The case of Senator Fair¬ 
banks. of Indiana. Is one In point. He 
persuaded the members of the McKin¬ 
ley Cabinet to accept reappointments at 
his hands with the understanding that 
they were to remain during the full 
term of his administration. He has 
sedulously devoted himself to the task 
of freezing out those members of the 
Cabinet whom he does not happen to 
like by treating them as high-priced 
clerks. 

• • • 

Former Friends Made Enemies. 


These are a few of the causes of com¬ 
plaint against the President which one 
bears In Washington. There are many 
others that are being publicly dtscussed. 
They will be heard from, however, be¬ 
fore Congress ends its present session. 
Senators who occupy high places In the 
Republican party and who have had 
disagreeable experience® at the White 
House are not saying much about their 
troubles. They think It Is too early in 
the new' administration to make Issues 
of the incidents which have caused 
them humiliation and annoyance, but 
sooner or later endurance will cease 
to be n virtue and President Roose¬ 
velt will be made to feel the power 
which has destroyed so many of hit 
predecessors.

Blunders In Berating Miles. 


The President’s sincere friends do not 
pretend to understand him. They ac¬ 
knowledge that he has made u blunder 
and are regretting It. They believed 
that w'hen the Miles Interview' was 
brought to the President's notice he 
would follow’ the custom which has 
become an unwritten law In Washing¬ 
ton by accepting the Lieutenant Gen¬ 
eral’s explanation and letting the mat¬ 
ter drop. They were led to believe this 
because of the President’s personal 
predilection for doing unusual things. 
They recall his own insubordination at 
Santiago, when In violation of the 
strictest rules of the military regula¬ 
tions he got up his now celebrated 
“round-robin” protest against American 
soldiers being held In catnp at Santiago. 
He did that without securing authority 
to do it from the commandant general 
of the American forces. 

Military men unanimously declared 
that, even though his motives were pa¬ 
triotic, he was guilty of insubordination 
and ought to have been court-mar¬ 
tialed. He brought the War Depart¬ 
ment. and In fact the whole McKinley 
Administration. Into disrepute with the 
people. The President’s biographers 
and admirers have studiously and con¬ 
tinuously used this episode of his career 
ns an argument to prove his fearless¬ 
ness and independence. Perhaps In the 
future they w ill view the Miles episode 
to prove his eccentricity. There was 
much talk about court-martialing Uol- 
Roosevelt for that “round-robin’* letter. 
Officers of the regular army, regardless 
of their views as to Its necessity, were 
unanimous In their condemnation of the 
Colonel of the Rough Riders.

H«- permit¬ 
ted himself to fly into a violent temper 
and. brushing dignity and reserve 
aside, gave at least two public exhi¬ 
bitions of hls temper, one when he ver¬ 
bally reprimanded the Lieutenant Gen¬ 
eral In the Executive office at the White 
House and the other In the letter of rep¬ 
rimand promulgated by Secretary Root.

ROOSEVELT REBUKED IN ARMY. 


Scored By Alger For Santiago Round 

Robin and Criticisms of Superior®. 

Chicago, Dec. 23.—The Chicago Chron¬ 
icle says: 

After the fall of Santiago and while 
the United States Government At Wash¬ 
ington was negotiating with Spain over 
peace b rms Gen. Shafter'* army lay In 
camp In and about the surrendered 
stronghold In Cuba. Rains set in. there 
was a scarcity of supplies and the army 
was forced to remain Inactive. In this 
extremity Theodore Roosevelt, a mere 
Colonel of Volunteer®, with a large 
number of officers on the ground who 
far outranked him. saw fit to appeal di¬ 
rectly to Secretary of War Alger. Hls 
appeal was followed by the famous 
round-robin. On July 23, 1898. Col. 

Roosevelt wrote the following letter to 
Alger 

Santiago. July 23.—My Dear Mr. Secre¬ 
tary: I am writing with th** knowledge 
and approval of Gen. Wheeler. We earn. 
c®tly hope you will send iis most of the 
regular, and nt any rate the cavalry di¬ 
vision, including the Rough Riders, who 
gre as good as any regulars and three 
times as good as any State troops— to 
Porto Rico. There are 1,800 effective men 
tn this division—!f those who were left 
behind were Joined to them We could 
land at Porto Rico In this cavalry di¬ 
vision close to 4.000 men who would bo 
worth easily any 10,000 national guards 
armed with black-powder Springfield* or 
other archalr weapons. Very respectfully, 
THEODORE ROOSEVELT.

Washington, Aug. 4.—Your letter n- 
cetved. The regular army, the volunteer 
army and th* Rough Riders have dune 
well, but I suggest that, unless you want 
to spoil the effect* and glor> of your 
victory, you make no Invidious compari¬ 
sons The Rough Riders are no better 
than the other volunteers. They had 
an advantage in the'r arms, for which 
they ought to be grateful.

Alger Col. Roosevelt apparently got 
Impatient. He discovered that the army 
of occupation was in dire danger of be¬ 
ing wiped out by disease. So, although 
the President and Secretary of War 
deemed It advisable to keep the army 
In Cuba for some time. Col. Roosevelt 
wrote a letter to Gen. Shafter telling 
him of the perilous situation that up to 
this time none of the superior officers 
had complained of. Roosevelt in hls 
letter said yellow fever had not at¬ 
tacked any camp, but he feared it 
would. There were 1.800 cases of mala¬ 
rial fever, but not one had proved fa¬ 
tal. Bt111. Roosevelt was sure that a 
longer stay Iti Cuba would cost thou¬ 
sands of American lives and he wanted 
Shafter »o see that Washington gave 
the necessary orders to move out.. Gen. 
Shafter made the letter public. For 
this he was reproved at Washington. 
Roosevelt was also rebuked by Secre¬ 
tary Alger for his “unmdltary conduct.'* 

Col. Roosevelt, among other things In 
hls letter, said: 

We can be moved north. If moved at 
once, with absolute safety to the coun¬ 
try, although of course, It would have 
been better, infinitely better, if we had 
been moved north or to Porto Rico two 
Weeks ago. If there were any object 
In keeping us here we would face yel¬ 
low fever with as much Indifference as 
we face bullets, but there Is no object 
In It.

president McKinley, however, thought 
there was some object In keeping troops 
In Cuba, and although the Government 
a little later took steps to move Shaf- 
ter’s army out It sent fresh troops to 
replace them. 

The day that Roosevelt wrote this let¬ 
ter to Shafter the General summoned a 
meeting of the officers of his command. 
Including Col. Roosevelt, who was the 
only officer of rank as low as Colonel to 
1 h? admitted to the council. Little was 
done at this meeting, which was held 
August 3. In the morning. August 4 
Gen. Shafter was presented with a 
copy of the famous round-robin. I* wa* 
admitted by all concerned that Roose¬ 
velt was the author of the document, 
which was prepared after the adjourn¬ 
ment of the meeting with Gen. Bhnfter. 

Alger threatened to coi^rt-martial 
Roosevelt for hls part, but President 
McKinley made no move. 

Roosevelt even went so far after¬ 
wards as to threaten to demand a 
court-martial for the purpose, as he 
said, of showing up the Incompetency 
and mismanagement of the Secretary 
of War’s office.

Text of the Round Robin. 


Following Is the text of the round- 
robin, together with the signers: 

We, tho under*!gnod officers command¬ 
ing the various brigades, divisions, etc., 
of the army of u ecu pal*, on of Cuba, are 
of the unanimous opinion that the army 
should at once be taken out of the Island 
of Cuba and sent to some point On the 
northern roast of the United States: that 
It can be done without danger to the 
people of the United States; that yellow 
fever in the army at present is not enl- 
demte; that there arc only a few sporadic 
cases, but the army Is disabled by mala¬ 
rial fever to the extent that Its efficien¬ 
cy :« destroyed and that It is In a condi¬ 
tion to be practically destroyed by an 
epidemic of yellow fever, which is sure 
to i nme In the n- ;ir future. 

We know from reports of competent 
officers and from personal observations 
that the army Is unable to move Into the 
interior and that there are no facilities 
for such « mov* if attempted and that 
It could not be ai tempted until too kite. 
Moreover, the best medical authorities 
of the island say that with our present 
equipment we could not live In the in¬ 
terior during the rainy soason without 
losses from malarial fever, which Is al¬ 
most as deadly as yellow fever. 

This army must be moved at once or 
perish. As the army can be safely moved 
now. .the persona responsible for prevent¬ 
ing such a move will be responsible for 
the unnecessary loss of many thousands 
of lives. 

Our opinions nrr the result of careful 
personal observation und they are based

THREAT OF NO INVITATIONS, 


Chicago, Dec. 23.—A Washington tele¬ 
gram to the Chronicle says: 

A social quarrel of large proportions 
Is wrecking the harmony which hns 
heretofore prevailed among the women 
of the Cabinet.

The Secretary hn* brought down on 
hirmdt the wrath of Mr*. Hoot wife of 
the Secretary of War, who. owinC’ to the 
retirement of Mrs. Hay, Is performing 
the function* of first lady of the Cab¬ 
inet. Mrs. Root conceived a plan by 
wh ch ;hc* Cabinet officers and their fam¬ 
ilies could make a handsome Chrbtma® 
presentation to Mr®. Roosevelt. Secre¬ 
tary' Long or Miss Long was notified 
of the plan and asked to send a contri¬ 
bution. the amount of which was uamed« 

The Secretary of the Navv*in a polite 
note to Mrs. Ro.it said he would not 
make the contribution asked for; that 
he did not care to participate In such a 
presentation, and that he must not be 
considered in connection with It. The 
Secretary’® attitude wa* the cause of a 
great deal of indignation among the 
Cabinet women. 

Later on Mrs. Root, who Is a most 
cm rgetic woman, wrote Secretary Long 
aFking him to fix a date when, in ac¬ 
cordance with plan* which had ht*<?n 
approved by the women of the Cabinet, 
ho would be pr i-pa red to entertain the 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt at .!inner. 
All of the other Cabinet officers*, ac¬ 
cording tu Mr*. Rlxx, had concurred In 
the plan and fixed dates for the several 
dinner* they proposed to give in hon« r 
ct the Pre*!dent and hi* wife. 

Secretary L* ng replied to Mrs. Root 
that owing to the fact that he wa* In 
mourning for hls daughter he could m t 
give a state dinner of the kind described 
by the wife of the Secretary of War.

GRAND JURY GOES AFTER 

MISSISSIPPI OIL MILLS 


Attempt To Ee Mnde To Pass 
Compelling Operators To Tesril 
.Regarding Alleged Trust. 


Jackson. Ml**.. Dec. 22.— [Special.]— 
Th? Washington county grand jury doe® 
not propose that the proceeding* against 
the oil mill® of the State shall be 
dropped, though the Attorney General 
of the State has given It a* hi* opinion 
that to convict the operator® on the 
charge of maintaining a trust and com-, 
bine l* Impossible. The grand Jury ho® 
met with stumbling blocks also, but not 
of the same nature a® those discovered 
by the Attorney General. The grand 
Jury find* the oil men cannot he forced 
!*• testify against .thomsc-lvo*. those 
brought before then: having declined to 
do so on the ground that It would be 
l n< rimlnatlng themselves. To get around 
this defense the Washington grand Jury 
Petition* th" Legislature to enact a law 
similar to that In relation to gambling, 
which compel* witnesses to testify 
against themselves. 

The Washington county grand Jury 
find* that because of the agreement of 
the oil mill® ns to the price of seed, th# 
farmers of that county claim to have 
lost at least $120,0ou this sen*oo. nnd 
they demnnd some law that will enable 
them to stop the leak. Among other 
things they charge In their rejKirt that 
"the various oil mills In this and oilier 
countie* are n«»w and have all this sea- 1 
son been In the habit of sending out 
notice® to planters und other# having 
cotton seed for sale, that on and after 
a certain date mentioned In said notice#, 
the price of cotton *eed ut their station, 
f. o. b.. would be so much par ton, 
and fht»se price® are the same at any 
and all stailon®, regardless of the dis¬ 
tance of s-iid station* from the mill* 
fixing such prices, or of the dlffcrene# 

In the cost of transportation, and no 
mill, even though It be only five miles 
from n station at which seed Is for 
sab\ however much It may need seed, 
will pay more than another milt on# 
hundred miles away.”

Evi¬ 
dently the managers of the greatest 
consolidation ever known are striving 
to wifi public approval of their gigantic 
enterprlfcg. For this reason Mr Schwab 
made frffixlecloration that the Steel C »r- 
porn‘.km Fotrtd hereafter pay th*- head* 
of lt>Yj$f p trjcnenis ou a profit-sharing 
basis.iBb# also claimed that consolida¬ 
tion ItfUO ihe interests of labor und of 
the trride generally at heart. When 
he appeared before the conference 
called, by the Civic Federation of Chi¬ 
cago last week he said frankly that 
he was opposed to labor unions be. 
cause they’ tihdeavored to restrict the 
niltpt0:Tmf Claimed that the independ¬ 
ent laborer received better wages be- 
causejhe had the stimulus of individual 
smbiQon to do more and better work. 
He enlarged upon these Ideas in hi* 
•peech last Saturday evening, nnd. 
truth to tell, put tbe best foot for¬ 
ward. He did not fall to extol the 
merits of th* great consolidation he 
manages, announcing that it would be¬ 
gin profit-sharing next year, but un- 
heait ttingly condemned the old-fosh- 
ion*»d trusts. He said of these:

Porto Rico’s Plea For Coffee. 

A recent dispatch from Porto Rico 
mentioned the fact that there was a 
movement there to obtain a bounty on 
the coffee produced In the Island. This 
request followed a demand for a duty 
on coffee to protect the producers of 
Porto Rico. The change is only one of 
method; the object in either case Is the 
same. The suggestion of a bounty 
struck many of our citizens as ridicu¬ 
lous. But on the other hand, there 
would be a very strong opposition to 
the payment of a tax on coffee by all 
the people of the United States In order 
to protect a comparatively small in¬ 
dustry In a new' possession. 

A writer in the Porto Rico Herald 
sets out the argument for protection 
to the coffee of Porto Rico. He asserts 
that the natural products of the United 
States are amply protected by the tariff, 
and that this is done not for the bene¬ 
fit of the producers Individually but In 
the general interest of the nation. The 
same reason exists, he urges, for pro¬ 
tection to Porto Rico, but beyond this 
It is a sacred duty as a fulfillment of the 
moral obligation Incumbent on every 
one to repair an Injury caused by his 
own acts or omissions. 

The application of this principle forms 
the staple of the argument for protec¬ 
tion to Porto Rican coffee. In the last 
days of the Spanish dominion, says the 
Herald, tbe production of Porto Rican 
coffee amounted to 27,000,000 kilograms, 
or about 60.000.000 pounds, of which 23,- 
000.000 kilograms were exported. There 
was hardly any market for It In the 
United States, where It Is not appre¬ 
ciated. but there was an active demand 
for It In the Iberian peninsula and tn 
the neighboring Island of Cuba. All 
these markets were lost by the annexa¬ 
tion of the Island to the American 
Union, especially since the Federal tar¬ 
iff laws were applied to Porto Rico. 
Under free trade with the United States 
American products have taken almost 
complete possession of the markets of 
the Island, and greatly Injured Its trade 
with other countries. These have retal¬ 
iated, making it almost impossible to 
Introduce into them Porto Rican prod¬ 
ucts. This deprivation has been all the 
worse In the case of coffee by allowing 
foreign coffee to be Introduced Into the 
Island free of duty. This has not com¬ 
pletely killed tlje coffee Industry, as It is 
still exported to Spain. Italy, France 
and other countries, but the demand has 
greatly diminished and prices have 
fallen to a serious extent. The Herald, 
therefore, contends that protection to 
coffee is a duty which Congress owes to 
Porto Rico. This is not to be accom¬ 
plished by a duty on coffee Imported 
Into Porto Rico merely, but by Imposing 
a duty on coffee entering every port in 
the Union. 

In a condensed form this presents the 
argument in favor of protection to cof¬ 
fee in Porto Rico. It Is quite as good 
an argument as many industries In the 
United States proper have ever been 
able to make for protection, apart from 
the claim thnt other markets have been 
virtually closed to Porto Rico by an¬ 
nexation. There can be no question 
that a duty on coffee coming Into the 
United States from foreign countries 
while admitting that from Porto Rico 
free would stimulate production, and 
enable coffee from *h • island to be sold 
In the United States at the higher price 
made by the tariff. Eat on the other 
hand, tbe people of th- United States 
would pay an additional price equal to 
the tax on all the coffee Imported. Th* re 
is no suggestion as to the amount of the 
tax desired, but It would hardly be le** 
thnn three cents a pound. That was 
the amount which, under the act of 1800. 
the President was authorised to Im- 
>po*e on coffee from tho-e countries 
which. In his opinion, were not trading 
fairly with us. 

How this would work may be s*en 
from a reference to the Imports, which. 
In the last fiscal year, amounted to 
855.000.000 pounds, worth $03,000,000. 
Three cents a pound on these Imports 
would amount to 325.650.000.'which would 
be added to our coffee bill for the pur¬ 
pose of protecting a possible product of 
tiO.OQO.OOO pounds In Porto Rico. Thus 
the consumers of the United States 
would pay something over forty cents 
for every pound of coffee produced in 
Porto Rico to which this protection 
would be extended. It Is this consider¬ 
ation. doubtless, which Induced th* cof- 
f**«* producers to abandon the request 
for a protective duty nnd ask for n 
bounty In its place. 

it Is quite true that u dqty on coffee 
would add essentially to the revenue 
and that nenrly all the Increased price 
would go Into the Treasury. If the rev¬ 
enue were deficient this argument would 
have great for » Rut th* fe is already 
too much revenue. It would be quite 
possible to i luce the tariff on loatijr 


Penny Postage. 

The declaration of Mr. Payne, who 
is soon to be Postmaster General, in 
favor of one-ccnt letter postage has en¬ 
couraged the advocates of that move¬ 
ment. 

There I* already a bill before Congress 
providing for such a reduction. It Is 
by Congressman Smith, of Illinois. w*ho 
first Introduced It several sessliois ago. 
It was no* taken seriously for some 
time, and has never got out of commit¬ 
tee. though the recent approach of the 
Fost-dffice Department toward a self- 
sustaining basis has brought th* meas¬ 
ure Into greater prominence. 

Mr. Smith now says of his proposi¬ 
tion: 

•The Committee on Post-offices and 
Post Roads will take the matter up 
enrly In January. Just us soon as Mr. 
Payne assumes the duties of his position 
us Postmaster General he will be Invited 
to appear before our committee, and I 
am confident we can convince him that 
the time Is ripe for the adoption of 
penny postage. The figures of the Post, 
office Department will furnish cur best 
argument. When I first began the agi¬ 
tation of the penny postage measure the 
annual deficit tn the post-office service 
of the Government was more than 3!R* 
0*0,000, The report of Postmaster Gen¬ 
eral Smith for the year ending last June 
shows a deficit of something less than 
34.WO.OQ0, and his estimate for the year 
ending June, )So3, Is considerably less 
than 33.000.000. and this In face of the 
fact that the expense' of the rural free 
delivery has Jumped from a few hundred 
thousand dollars in 1000 to an estimated 
expenditure of 35.500,000 in 1003. The 
financial experts of the Post-office De¬ 
partment figure that after another year 
or so the increased receipts from bust- 
ne*s in the rural free delivery system 
will greatly reduce the coax of that de¬ 
partment.** 

Pemiy postage would undoubtedly be 
popular, but it should not come at the 
expense of the efficiency of the postal 
service. It Should not come at all until 
tlie department Is self-sustaining. Post- 
master General Smith himself to In 
favor of penny postage at the proper 
time, and he has done much to make It 
possible by his attempts to correct the 
abuses of the second-class mall matter 
regulations. If his succto&or shall con¬ 
tinue the reforms in that respect ar.d 
for the further improvement of the 
service, so that it shall he both self-sus¬ 
taining and better, there will then be 
little objection to penny postage. 


Better Foreign Conditions. 

The steady Improvement In the Ixm- 
don and llerlln financial market* was 
continued last week. The buying of 
British consols and German Govern¬ 
ment and municipal securities, tog-'th r 
with the rise in Kaffirs, are distinctly 
encouraging. ft would seem that 
French capital Is again being invested 
in !x>ndon, for exchange rose to 25 
francs 18 centimes aftu* falling as low 
oa 13 centimes. The South African war 
news is better—and what Is of still 
more consequence Is the revival of the 
Rand mining Industry. The output of 
gold for November show. d an Increase 
of £24.000 over that of October, the total 
being 39.000 ounces. The promise Is 
made that before the end of February 
the output will be up to 100,000 r-uncea 
per month. From this rime on the In¬ 
crease ought to be rapid until it reaches 
the output of 483.000 ounces, valued at 
£1,*30.000. In July. 1899. This much- 
needed supply of the precious metal Is 
badly wanted tn Europe and will re- 
move a portion of the strain on <>ur 
stocks. It Ls argued In Ixmdon that 
money will be diverted Into Kaffirs, but 
the resumption of mining dividends will 
turn so much money loose for Invest¬ 
ment elsewhere that a general Industrial 
revival may be expected In Great Brit¬ 
ain and on the Continent and this we 
must feel here In time.

HEATERS AND VESTIBULES 


Will Be Used On All Winter Cars By 
Next November and Will Have 
Conductors. 


OTHER IMPROVEMENTS MADE. 


Authorized by the Board of Directors 
of the Louisville Railway Company, 
President T. J. Mlnary yesterday sent 
to Mayor Grainger a leter. In which he 
officially announced that the company, 
in recognition of popular eentiment and 
demands, had decided to purchat* for 
delivery In 1902 between seventy-five 
and one hundred large modern cars, 
heated and vcstibuled, and to be run 
by conductors, and. In addition, next 
winter to heat and vestibule all cars 
used In the winter schedule, beginning 
next November. This assurance, com¬ 
ing it dne« In an authoritative way 
from the Board of Directors to the 
Mayor, has been received with marked 
Interest, as It goes even further than 
the requirements in the ordinance now 
pending. 

The letter to Mayor Grainger, signed 
by Mr. T. J. Minary, president of the 
company, 1* as follows: 

December 23. 1901.—Hon. Char*. F. Grain¬ 
ger. Mayor of I^oulsvllle, City.—Denr Sir: 
After repeated conferences with you dur¬ 
ing the past month, and ascertaining 
your views in regard to the relations of 
the Ixmlsvtlle Railway Company to the 
public, 1 submitted your suggr»-tloti* to 
the Board of Directors, and they have 
unanimously dlrorted me to write you 
this communication for the purpose of- 
cairylng the same into effect. 

The company will purchase for delivery 
during the year 1902 from seventy-five to 
IDO large, new cars, which will be vestl- 
bubd and provided with electric heaters 
and all modern Improvements, and will 
he operated with conductors. These cars 
will be similnr to thoso represented by 
the drawings and photographs shown you.

Official Report To Dr. Elsenman 
Shows Disease To Have Been 
Simple Skin Eruption. 


Dr. F. T. Elsenman. State Veteri¬ 
narian, has received from the United 
Stales Defwirtment of Agriculture an 
official report on the dl£e4u?e among 
swine shipped several days agn from 
Louisville to Buffalo, and which were 
reported to he suffering with smallpox. 

The Wajddngtcn oh'inlsts and hact^rU 
oioglfltfl made extensive tests nnd In- 
ocuiatton experiment*, finally reaching 
the conclusions that the disease was not 
swine smallpox. It was pronounced 
pustular dermoiltta, due to the ac;lon 
of microbes on the skin. The disease 
Is not contagious to human beings.

Extra Clerks, Carriers and Employes In the Regis¬ 
try Department—One Delivery To-morrow. 


Mr. Buckle strongly urged that the 
allowance for the construction and re¬ 
pairs of sewers should be Increased from 
the proposed rate of 24 per cent, to 
last year's rate of 4. 

Mr. Blitz suggested that one of the 
reasons for this reduction was that pro¬ 
vision had to be made for sfreet sprink¬ 
ling and library. The Mayor, he stated, 
bad asked for a 4 per cent, allowance 
for construction and repairs of sewera 
Mr. Blitz, at this time, referred to 
Mayor Grainger's request that the 
necessary step be taken to secure leg¬ 
islation that will allow the city to ac¬ 
cept Mr. Andrew Carnegie's library of¬ 
fer. 

On this subject the following message 
from the Mayor was read in both 
boards: 

To the General Council of the City of 
Louisville: Gentlemen—Thero seems to be 
an almost unanimous wish on the part of 
the people of IxmlsviMe for a free clr- 
cukttlng library. This matter has bem 
discussed for a number of years, and 
legislation both by the General Council and 
by the General Assembly of Kentucky has 
been suggested. 

As Is known to all the citizens of Louis¬ 
ville. a proposition was made by Mr. An¬ 
drew <>amegte. offering to donate a large 
moneyed girt for the purposes of a pub¬ 
lic library* In the city of Louisville, and 
It has been many times publicly stated 
4hat the benefit of this donation or gift 
could not be secured except by legislative 
effort to meet the terms named by Mr. 
Carnegie. If It Is necessary that some 
vtatute should be passed on this subject 
at the coming Legislature, it seems to me 
proper that such legislation should be 
•uggested by the General Council, and if 
possible a plan should be formula ted for 
ih© purpose of securing legislative author¬ 
ity ror the dty to found a public library 
and maintain it. and also for the pur¬ 
pose of securing ail property of every kind 
which can be valuable for this purpose 

It Is unnecessary to remind your hon¬ 
orable body that the proposed gift above 
referred to is conditioned upon the city 
appropriating a rum not less than $11.- 
f)O0, I. e.. a levy of one cent, which amount 
Is to be kept intact for such purpose. 

I have the honor, therefore, to suggest 
that a committee be appointed from the 
Board of Aldermen and Board of Council- 
men to take up the question of a public 
library and to secure such information 
and suggest such legislation and to map 
out such plans as may be required to se¬ 
cure for the city a free public library, 
commensurate with the demands of the 
people of this city. I am. yours respect¬ 
fully. CHAR. F. GRAINGER. Mayor. 

Aldermen ITH and Fitzgerald and 
Council men Blitz and Terry were ap¬ 
pointed on the committee. 

Mr. Buckle's amendment was de¬ 
feated. as was an amendment of Mr. 
Beville bo make the allowance for sewer 
construction and repairs 4 per cent., and 
to take 4 per cent, from the general 
fund and 1 per cent, from the park 
fund. He said he wtbo willing for the 
rate to be $1.65. If this was neceesary 
v to provide proper sewerage for the city. 

S Mr. Terry said that an allowance of 
E per cent, was not too much for sew¬ 
erage purposes—at least $1,000,000 was 
needed—but he added that h$ believed 
a bond issue of $1,000,000 could be se¬ 
cured for new sewers. 

President Muir suggested that the re¬ 
cent decision of the Court of Appeals 
In the Louisville Bridge Company tax 
case would give the city $155,000 addi¬ 
tional and this would be divided among 
the various departments In accordance 
with the apportionment tax rates for 
the years '94. ‘95. *96 and *97. 

City Attorney Stone said that he be¬ 
lieved the city would have this money 
In sixty days. 

Mr. Blitz coincided with Mr. Terry in 
the necessity of a bond issue of $1,000,- 
000 or more In order to give the city a 
proper sewerage system. 

The courtesy of the floor was at this 
point extended to members of the Board 
of Aldermen, which had taken a recess, 
bnt none of them indicated & willing¬ 
ness to discuss the measure. 

An amendment marie by Mr. Domeck 
to make the allowance for reconstruc¬ 
tion of streets 8 cents instead of 64 
w as defeated. 

The ordinance was then passed unan¬ 
imously. 

Mr. Milter, in an ordinance fixing the 
salaries of employes of the Board of 
Public Safety, secured an increase in 
the salary of the assistant chief of 
police from $1,500 to $1,800. 

The General Council adjourned to 
meet Thursday at 8 p. m. 

FIXES TAX RATES. 

Ordinance Adopted In Lower Board of 
Council. 

President Muir called the Board of 
Coimcllmen to order with twenty mem¬ 
bers present. 

An ordinance providing for the ap¬ 
pointment of a commission of three to 
rcdiatrict the city In accordance with 
the census of 1900. which had previously 
passed the lower board, was reported

PUBLIC LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 

Two Members Appointed In Upper 
Board.

HE GRANTS AN INJUNCTION. 


THE MEN MUST NOT INTERFERE 
WITH BEINECKE JUNES. 


ARMED CAMP IS PROHIBITED. 


Jn Lengthy Opinion Discnesea Rights 
of Employers and Employes. 


GIVES REVIEW OF THE TROUBLE 


Judge Evans, In the United States 
Court, yesterday morning rendered hte 
opinion granting the petition of the 
Relnecke Mining Company for an in¬ 
junction. pendente lit*-, against John D. 
Wood, president of the United Mine 
Workers of Kentucky, and the other 
defendants mentioned In the bill of oom- 
plalnts filed some weeks ago. as the re¬ 
sult of the conflict between the mine 
owners and the striking miners In Hop¬ 
kins. Webster and Christian counties. 
By this decision the union miners are 
enjoined from maintaining an armed 
camp In the neighborhood of the com¬ 
plainants' mines, from Intimidating or 
attempting to Intimidate, the present 
employes of the Relnecke Coal Mining 
Company, from attempting to Induce 
miners to leave their employment or 
from accept! ng employment at the 
hands of the complainants. 

Immediately upon tho reading of the 
opinion. Attorney R. Y. Thomas, repre¬ 
senting James D. Wood and other ofll- 
cers of the United Mine Workers of 
Kentucky, served notice of an appeal 
to the United States Court of Appeals, 
lie is expected to present his petition 
for appeal and assignment of errors to¬ 
day.

The Opinion. 


Judg 2 Evans’ opinion in full is as fol¬ 
lows: 

The complainant corporation, a citizen 
of t he State of Delaware, which owns and 
operates a large coni mine In Hopkins 
county. Ky.. on November 12. 1901, ex¬ 
hibited Its bill of complaint against cer¬ 
tain person® belonging to an association 
known as the United Mine Workers of 
America, some of the defendants being 
Officers of a section of that organization. 
The organization Is & labor union organi¬ 
sation, and the bill complains of certain 
acta of the defendants by which it is al¬ 
leged that the property of the complain¬ 
ant is threatened with great and Irrepara¬ 
ble Injury, and seeks such relief as It 
may be In the power of the court to give. 
Upon the Institution of the action a tem¬ 
porary restraining order was granted by 
the Judge, and the pending motion was 
subsequently made for an Injunction pen¬ 
dente Htc according to the prayer of the 
bill. By certain parts of the answer of 
the defendants, us amended, that motion 
Is opposed upon the ground that the Rcln- 
©cke Coal Company, a Kentucky corpora¬ 
tion, which owned the mining property of 
the complainant up to the Cth day of No¬ 
vember. 1901. and which, on or about that 
day. transferred all its property to the 
complainant. was the only person 
wronged. If any one was. by the alleged 
acts of the defendants, and that none of 
these acts In any way affected the com* 
plalnant. but only its predecessor In the 
ownership of th* property. 

It is Indeed quite true thnt the defend¬ 
ants should not be enjoined if their acts 
w»re only directed against unother per- 
eo'n than the complainant, and especially 
If tho complainant la threatened with no 
Injurious results from the conduct of the 
defendants. But tho court finds from the 
evidence submitted to It that while the 
history of tho transactions In the course 
of* which the troubles complained of 
urniH, shows that tho old company was 
the one aimed at. yet it also shows that 
tho results sought by the defendants 
cannot be accomplished without pursuing 
the same course toward the complainants, 
and the court finds from the evidence 
that up to the time of the tiling of the bill 
of complaint and the Issuance of the re¬ 
straining order in this case, there was no 
cess >tlon of the efforts of the defendants 
to accomplish their designs, and that 
these efforts were directed ugulost the 
complainant after Its nurchas* of the 
mining property, and. further, that tha 
armed camp of the defendants near com¬ 
plainant's mines was maintained until the 
restraining order was served, aft**r which 
the armed persons composing that camp 
In great numbers moved upon a neighbor¬ 
ing coal mine In Webster county, and 
that that movement was attended with 
deplorable results, which otherwise might 
have been inflicted upon the complainant. 
This is sufficient to dispose of the defend¬ 
ants' first objection.

The troubles In the coal mining region 
In Hopkins, Webster and Christian coun¬ 
ties, and which, for convenience, will 
hereinafter be called the Hopkins county 
district, and which have obtained such 
wide and unwholesome notoriety, arose 
some eighteen month® ago out of a state 
of facts which Is briefly a® follows: Or¬ 
dain miner® In Indiana and Illinois, belong¬ 
ing to labor unions there, complained that 
certain miners belonging to similar as¬ 
sociations in Kentucky were not being 
paid wag*** according to a scab* fixed in 
Indianapolis, and that therefore there was 
great danger that they could not thern- 
selvc* maintain that scale. This com¬ 
plaint resulted In the conception of a plan 
and purpose to remedy what they con- 
aldered an unsatisfactory condition of 
things. Agent* were thereupon sent to 
certain parts of Kentucky to bring about 
an Increase of the pay Of the miners 
there. As a result of this, an agreement 
was reached with the operators at cer¬ 
tain localities, notably at Central City, 
who employed laborers belonging to tho 
union, and these operators consented to 
advance their scale of wages upon con¬ 
dition that a certain per cent, or the op¬ 
erator® in the Wentern Kentucky coal 
fields would do the like, and this agree¬ 
ment has probably been one of the moat 
fruitful sources of all the subsequent 
trouble®, all of which grew out of the 
attempts of the United Mine Workers to 
coerce the consent of the necessary per¬ 
centage of the other operators to put In 
force tho agreement made at Central City. 
• • ♦ 

Cordial Relations Disrupted. 


A second objection made by the defend¬ 
ant® la based upon the averment In the 
answer as amended to the effect, sub¬ 
stantially. that the complainant. In an ac¬ 
tion In equity brought by It In the Stato 
court In Hopkins county on the 8th day 
of May. 1901. sought, but was refused, an 
injunction by that court. It being claimed 
that the cause of action asserted In thnt 
case was the same as that asserted in the 
pending action. This. It la contended, was 
a Judgment against the right of the com 
pliUnant which bars the granting of the 
Injunction now prayed for This conten¬ 
tion Is entirely without legal force or 
merit for several distinct reasons, among 
which are. first, the fact that that suit, 
as show n by the copy of the record hied, 
was not brought by the complainant at 
all. but wuh brought by the Bt. Bernard 
Coal Company, tne Relnecke Coni Co. 
and the Monarch Coal Company. Jointly, 
each of which was an entity entirely dif¬ 
ferent from the complainant; second, the 
record shows that the defendants in that 
case were different In most respect* from 
the defendants In this cose; third, the 
plaintiff* In the proceeding, so far as It 
wo* passed upon, sought a provisional 
remedy only under the Code of Practice 
against the defendants in that suit, nn*’ 
the claim thereto was based upon grounds 
which differ materially from toos* alleged 
in this suit; fourth, the order refusing 
the temporary Injunction In Chat case 
was not made a* a final Judgment by the 
court, but the provisional remedy of a 
temporary Injunction was refused by Lie 
Judge, and no final Judgment appear* to 
have been entered In the cose ori the mer¬ 
its; fifth, that action, while Judicial in 
character, was taken In a cause to which 
the complainant was not n party and for 
the most part against persons other than 
the defendants In this case. at. I mani¬ 
festly upon grounds rouljr'aity different 
from those asserted lierc; sixth, the pre¬ 
liminary refusal by the Judges. thus act¬ 
ing. of merely provisional relief upon one 
stato of fact* and between iPlereti: par¬ 
ties, would not prevent the granting of 
the pending motion affecting different 
parties and upon another and substnn- 
IlsUly different state of fact; seventh 
tht refusal of sn injunction to the Rdn- 
©cke Coal Company to restrain act* di¬ 
rected against that Company alone or 
JoiuUy with others would not uffect the 
right of the complainant to the relief 
1 sought against acts directed against It, 
especially when thc-se act* occurred aft¬ 
er its purchase of the property of the 
older corporation, and, eighth, to be a 
bar there must have h?en a Judgment in 
the technical sens* and in the suit to

In the Hopkins county district large 
mines wera being very successfully con¬ 
ducted with nonunion labor, and both em¬ 
ployers and employe* wens not only nros- 
perlng but were mutually entirely sat’i*- 
fled. In order to carry Into effect tha 
agreement referred to It was thought es¬ 
sential to disrupt those cordial and sat¬ 
isfactory relations between tho nonunion 
laborers and their employers In the Hop¬ 
kins county district, and by compelling 
the former to loin the association of Unit, 
ed Mine Workers the latter would be 
forced to yield to tho Indianapolis scale 
of prices, and thus effectuate the agree¬ 
ment made by the union miners with the 
operators at Central City and elsewhere 
In the Western Kentucky coal fields, in 
order to compel (for that is not too strong 
a word) the miner* In the Hopkins county 
district to Join the United Mine Worker* 
and the operators there to consent to their 
so doing and thus bring about the adop¬ 
tion and secure the maintenance of the 
Indtanapoll* scale of wages, which neither 
the employers nor employes In tho Hop¬ 
kins county district desired, ami which 
was probably not suitable to the condi¬ 
tions there, the United Mine Workers, and 
particularly the defendants. Invaded the 
Hopkins county district In large force, 
and, forming an armed camp, occasion¬ 
ally sallied forth to threaten and some¬ 
times to do much worse to persons who 
refused to Join their organization and to 
those who refused to employ laborers 
w ho did Join It. 

This con dud upon their part natural¬ 
ly superinduced measures of defense and 
retaliation upon the other side, and there 
has resulted from these circumstance* and 
conditions the very remarkable state of 
affair* to which reference has been mode 
—a condition of thing* which ha* cer¬ 
tainly brought discredit upon the State. 
To tolerate such a condition Is to en¬ 
courage It. and without hesitation the 
Judge of this court granted the restrain¬ 
ing order w'hen It was asked In thl* case, 
and one gratifying thing disclosed by the 
evidence offered on thl* motion 1* that 
much good has probably resulted from 
that action, although it did not prey^nt 
the assault by theuirtted Mine Worker* 
upon property and citizen* In Webster 
county Immediately afterward,

A “Striking District.” 


A great number of affidavits were filed 
at tho hearing, and have been read, and 
while much very positive conflict of state¬ 
ment has been found In them, enough ap¬ 
pears to warrant the conclusion that ns 
a direct result of their agreement with the 
Central City operators and others the 
United Mine Workers* organization deter¬ 
mined to make what is somewhat re¬ 
markably called **a striking district** out 
of that portion of the territory of Hop¬ 
kins. Christian and Webster counties 
where coal mining Is carried on, and to 
force the operators there to yield to their 
demands by means of the terror Inspired 
by the tactics adopted and tenaciously 
pursued by having a large force en¬ 
camped In the Immediate neighborhood of 
the mines In that territory, and. by the 
feelings to be thu* excited and the terror 
to be thu* inspired, to compel nonunion 
labor employed there to Join the United 
Mine Workers, and thereafter to strike 
If the Indtanapoll* scale of price* wa* 
not adopted by their employer*. There 
was no strike then or alnco pending at 
any of the mines In the Hopkins county 
district. There appear® to have been lit¬ 
tle or no discontent among the laborer* 
employed there. The scale of price* un¬ 
der which they ♦ere working was satis¬ 
factory to most. If not all, of them, and io 
tikose who employed and paid them. They 
did not at that time In any large num¬ 
ber* appear to desire to Join any union, 
and the subsequent presence of th** armed 
camp could In no way benefit them. The 
whole scheme was to benefit another cer¬ 
tain das* of miners not resident In that 
district and who worked elsewhere, by 
forcing tho operators lu the Hopkins 
county district to do what neither them¬ 
selves nor their employers desired to do. 

If wr agree that the mine owner*. In 
what we may briefly call the Central 
Ctty district, were not pnrtlceps crfininte 
to all the trouble* In the Hopkins county 
district and responsible equally with their 
co-contractor* for the results of the en¬ 
campment .and of the armed and unlawful 
operation* there, we must nevertheless 
conclude thnt their contract with the labor 
unions, to which we have referred, wn« 
the direct enuae of the invasion of that 
district and the terrorizing attempt mad • 
there to put that agreement Into effective 
operation, they, in the meantime being 
exempt alike from similar assault* and 
from the Indianapolis scale of wages. 

• • • 

Little Or No Discontent. 


As before slated, there was little or no 
discontent In the Hopkins county district. 
There was no request nor desire, a* far 
as the evidence shows, for tho.aid of tho 
labor association known as the United 
Mine Worker* On the contrary, it was 
tmdesired and vigorously repelled both by 
the employers and a vast majority of th** 
employes. Nevertheless the defendants 
and those associated with them deter¬ 
mined to bring these unwilling persons to 
the terms the defendants desired to dic¬ 
tate, and, with that sole object In view, 
organized the armed eumn near Mad Don- 
ville and one neur complainant’s mines, 
and In this way sought to accomplish 
their own selfish objects at any cost. 
This, as already Intimat'd, was mostly 
done before the complainant owned Its 
property, but the object was not accom¬ 
plished. and the effort was continued In 
the same way and by the same means 
until this suit was actually brought. 

It cannot be that this course was not 
mourn to be an attempt to compel th.* 
complainant by force and Intimidation to 
yield tf the defendants* wishes and de¬ 
mands. The encampment of armed men 
in the vicinity of the minis was not 
meant for gentle persuasion or peaceabl•• 
argument Peaceable and argumentative 
persuasion Is entirely admissible, but la 
not accomplished nor intended to be ac¬ 
complished In that manner. The conduct 
of the defendants, on the contrary, had 
all the element* «>f terror and intimida¬ 
tion. and those element*, being Intention¬ 
ally present, were Indubitably designed to 
compel the complainant to accede to de¬ 
mands It had the lawful right to decline 
or reject at its own option. \ court can¬ 
not shut Its eyes to propositions so pal- 
p»W' 

Employers’ Rights. 


The right to employ whom one wish** 
the correlative right to hire to whom one 
please** for wuges satisfactory to both 
and the right of the same pnrtles to aban¬ 
don or dissolve the relations thu* oa- 
■umed are undeniable. The right of each 
party to strive to obtain the term* most 
beneficial to himself and the right of a 
number of persons similarly situated to 
unite to accomplish such end* must be 
admitted by all. And It follow* us a re¬ 
sultant from the latter proposition th;»t 
Individuals having similar Intele*ta may 
by nil peaceable and argumentative 
means persuade other® to Join with them 
In their efforts to do what they fairly 
consider to be beneficial to themsclw® as 
a elosB. but the safety and preservntlou 
of thejM» grent and Inretlmahh rights in 
a fiee country depend In no small degree 
upon their recognition and upon th*dr 
being respected by all parties alike. They 
sna rights which belong to all in ccrsmon

The employer 
and the employe. In whatever business 
they may be engaged, either In plRln mer¬ 
chandising or farming, or in conducting 
the most extensive manufacturing or 
other business, must have rights which 
nre equal, ami both sides must under¬ 
stand. must rc#p«>ct and must act upon 

iX*.principle whenever it applies. 

when either *id« to a contention over 
diverse Interests of this character can, by 
superior force or other means of intimi¬ 
dation. compel the other »ldo to such con¬ 
troversy to vleld to it* demand*, anarchy 
and oppression have begun, and there Is 
no assurance that In the next encounter 
th«- other aide may not be the victor*, ami 
thus might and force and power instead 
of Just legal principles may dictate tho 
standard of right to which all must con¬ 
form. The only course that Is wife for 
all. the few or the many, the weak or tho 
powerful. I* rigorously to require that 
each party to ull such controversies shall 
recognize the equal right* of all. It l* 
the duty of the courts, upon all proper 
occasions, to see thnt thla 1* done, and 
to apply these principle* In all cases that 
may r >m>* before them. With this rule 
a* n guide there is no difficulty in solv¬ 
ing tho problems presented by the record 
In this ease. 

The employer and. In the main, the em¬ 
ployes In this Instance were? alike content. 
They must be presumed to have under¬ 
stood their own condition and needs and 
what was best for themselves, and they 
were not required to subordinate their 
Interests or their wishes to those of 
miners In distant localities or State* 
where, what might be entirely different 
conditions would make the Jndlanapolla 
scale of wage* more ©nut tame and prop¬ 
er for thoso who desired to adopt It. They 
had the right to be left free to pursue 
their own course about matter® exclu¬ 
sively of their own concern. The agree¬ 
ment between the laborer and the em¬ 
ployer was one which it was the mutual 
right of both to make, and one which 
constItuted a material and valuable Inter¬ 
est in both, and one In which they had 
the right not to he disturbed by persons 
who clearly had no right to do so either 
by force or by the appearance of force, 
nor by any throat* or other forms of In¬ 
timidation. This right thus possessed wai 
a valuable property right, valuable to tha 
laborer, but none the less so to the em¬ 
ployer. The Intrusion of the defendants, 
so long as mere peaceful argument and 
nersunslon were used, was In no way vio¬ 
lative of the rights of the complainant, 
but when that persuasion took the form 
of the multitudinous camp and the gun 
and the pistol and the armed force It 
passed the bounds of legal right, nnd en¬ 
titled the complainant* to Its lawful rem¬ 
edies against It. quite a* much, to »av the 
least, ns tha nuisance called “picketing.** 
• • • 

Duty of the Court. 


If this court cannot. In a cose like this, 
protect the rights of a citizen whan as¬ 
sailed, a* those of the complainant have 
been In this Instance, there Is a decrepi¬ 
tude In Judicial power which would be 
mortifying to every thoughtful man. It 
la conceived that there Is no such Impo- 
tenoy, and there should be no lack of 
promptnes® In exercising. In the prem¬ 
ise*. all the power the court possesses. 
Quite true It may be that the exertion of 
executive power would be more desirable 
In case® like thl*. but that abstract prop¬ 
osition in no wise exempt* the court 
from the duty of protecting the right* 
of the litigant when s proper case Is pre¬ 
sented. 

It ha* not been deemed useful to cite 
authorities in support of principles so 
well settled a* those upon which the 
court must proceed In this case, but it 
may be well to mention the case In Re. 
Deb*. 158. U. S.. 564. os covering the 
whole ground. 

As already Intimated, the court has not 
failed to notice the extreme conflict In 
the testimony presented by the respective 
sides, and an attempt to reconcile those 
conflict® would obviously be unavailing. 
It may not bo Inappropriate, however, to 
say that the statement so positively made 
In the affidavit of one of the chief ofll- 
cre* of the local association of United 
Mine Worker* to the effect that Henry 
Taylor was murdered In cold blood !a so 
palpably refuted and shown to be so ut- 
terlv false by the record and by the Couit 
of Appeals In Its decision In the proceed¬ 
ing* which resulted from that unfortu¬ 
nate event, that discredit Is thrown upon 
the equally positive statements made In 
other affidavit®, 

A careful consideration of the testimony 
loaves the court In no doubt that the 
avenn*nts of the bill axe substantially 
true, and this being so, the motion fur 
the Injunction pendente lit© will be sus¬ 
tain'd in order to prevent great and prob¬ 
ably irreparable Injury. The testimony 
also buve* upon the mind of the court, a* 
before stated, the pleasurable assurance 
that ihe temporary restraining order has 
been productive of good, and If thl* be no, 
the court should husltate to do anything 
to destroy or Impair that beneflclal re- 

The motion for an Injunction pendente 
lite according to the prayer of the bill is 
sustAirud. and counsel wil prepare and 
submit proper orders to that effect.

Thev rallied like a riot was In progress. 
Cto.pt. Applegate and Sergt. Kendal! 
stepped between the boxer*. 

•‘What 1* the matter?” said Rodger*. 

•Thte cannot go on.’ said Capt. Apple- 
g&te. 

The crowd began to hiss and otherwise 
express its disapproval. 

“Take me to Jail.” urged Rodger*. 
“Take me Ju*t aa I am. if you want to,” 
ne continued. 

Capt Applegate ordered him to put on 
his clothes. 

“What !s the charge against us?“ In 
quired Rodger*. 

“Affray.” replied the Captain. 

The police fora* was soon on Its way 
to jail with the boxer*. 

While this proceeding was being 
enacted Manager Whitlow waa search¬ 
ing for a lawyer. 

Police CommIsl*oner Albert Chambors 
wa* on the scene. He denied that he 
had made a request of Gov. Durbin to 
have the entertainment stopped. 

It is known that a message uune from 
the Governor that the affair mutt be 
stopped, otherwise he would remove 
every member of the Board of Metro¬ 
politan Police Commissioners.

“In IMS. I was Journal clerk of the 
Indiana House of Reprewntalives. Th- 
State convention was held January S. 
1&46, and there l »«a\v William Lee, nt 
that time a reeldent of Salem. He had 
boen Auditor of Washington county, 
nnd was a candidate for Warden of the 
Indiana State Prison. South. The Leg¬ 
islature then made the appointment. In 
the caucus he’d the night before th^ 
convention he wns present. Mr. Lee 
had been nt the head of n glee club 


which sang a song. ‘When This Old Hat 
Was New.* It became very popular. 
His friends prevailed upon him to fav*?r 
the caucus with the song. lie ^ang. At 
the eoncluxiun of each verse he waved 
the hat. The cheering was deafening. 
In the convention next clay A&hbel P. 
Willard, who had electrified the people 
the night before with a speech, was 
called on again, and Lee was also asked 
to ping. 

“The election for Warden came off In 
due time by joint session of the two 
houses of the legislature after night 
T. P. Kinder, principal clerk, called the 
roll, and at the conclusion of each bal¬ 
lot would send a statement of the result 
to me. In an adjoining room. The 
memorandum would come to me thu?: 
Mr, Boyer received so many votes. Mr. 
Britton so many. ‘Old flat’ so many.’ 
After three balloting* ’Old Hat* was de¬ 
clared elected. 

“This election paused Squire Lee to 
move to Jeffersonville, and we have 
been devoted friends ever since.”

^stmaster Clay Elkin refused to give 
out a list of the companies to which the 
order applied. The secretaries of the 
various companies when seen, also de¬ 
clined to talk. The companies are 
charged with obtaining money under 
false pretenses and In distributing 
prizes of unequal value by means of lot 
or chance. The letter of notification 
was signed by Acting Assistant Attor¬ 
ney General for the Post-office Depart¬ 
ment, G. H. Chrlstiancy, and appoints 
January 13 as the day for a hearing. 
The local companies will be represented 
either by individual or Joint counsel and 
ll Is stated that an effort is now being 
made to have their mall delivered until 
the case Is passed ilpon. The following 
memorandum inclosed In the letter sets 
out the charges against the companies 
specifically:

FIVE CHILDREN, 


Presumably In Order To Many a 
Woman Who Objected Too His 
Large Family. 


Chart rep, France. Dec. 23.—After a 
week’s trial, which has attracted the at¬ 
tention of the whole of France. Brtere. 
the farmer of thl? vicinity who on April 
21 murdered four of his daughters, 
nged respectively fourteen, eleven, five 
and four years, and his son, seven years 
of age, stabbing and beating them to 
death, while they were in bed. was 
found guilty to-day and condemned to 
be decapitated by the guillotine. A 
theory advanced In connection with the 
murders was that Briere wanted to 
marry n widow who had rejected him 
on account of his large family, and he 
therefore sent for all his children, some 
of them at the Ume boarding with 
neighbors, and committed the murders, 
after which he Invented a story of an 
assault by ttvo tramp*, hoping thereby 
to ahield himself from suspicion.

"Th** balloting had progressed for sev¬ 
eral days, but on the occasion In question 
Wf niudo up our minds to make the bal¬ 
loting decisive. 1 knew what was com¬ 
ing. and when the nominations were 
called for I seconded that of Mr. Spald¬ 
ing. Th.s was before N. K. Young and 
A. G. Ml Is were placed In the field, and. 
as no other nominations were forthcom¬ 
ing. I moved that the nomination* be de¬ 
clared closed. 

* This was done. Brooklyn was the first 
to be called upon. I said clearly and dis¬ 
tinctly: The Brooklyn Club votes for A. 
G. Spalding/ It was so recorded by ihe 
official stenographer. 

"Tho Chicago. Philadelphia and Pitts¬ 
burg dubs followed suit. The other four 
voted no. 

“I pointed out that the constitution did 
not require a majority vote of all those 
present for an election but simply stated 
that a quorum must l>e present. There 
was a quorum there at the time."

Second—A defendant who has paid h 
J udgment may recover usury embraced 
therein, though the defense that the claim 
sued on embraced usury was available In 
the original action. 

Third—It w.is error to confirm the Com- 
mlssloncr’s report on the sanv day on 
which It was filed, as a reasonable oppor¬ 
tunity should have been given the parties 
to file exceptions. 

Fburth—In determining the amount of 
usury paid hy a mortgagor he should bo 
charged with the amount actually re¬ 
ceived by him and Interest counted there¬ 
on until the time of the first payment or 
until the aggregate payments exceed the 
accumulated Interest, when such payment 
or payments should be applied first to the 
Interest and then to the principal, pro¬ 
vided. however. If the mortgage embraced 
tnc usual insurance clause th** mortgage** 
is entitled even before the discharge of 
Interest to be reimbursed for such taxes 
and Insurance as he was compelled to 
pay upon the property. 

Fifth—While a stipulation In a mort¬ 
gage that In the event of foreclosure pro¬ 
ceedings a reasonable attorney’s fe* 
should b*» taxed as costs wni* void, as 
against public policy a Judgment allow¬ 
ing such attorney’s fee Was not void but 
erroneous merely, und defendant having 
paid the judgment Instead of appealing 
from It or seeking to have It set aside 
cannot recover the amount of the attor¬ 
ney 8 fee as usury paid, as It was a pen¬ 
alty merely and not usury.
